 (iii) In any case where an agency charges a reques tor for the 

costs of redacting a body worn camera recording und er this subsection 

(14)(f), the time spent on redaction of the recordi ng shall not count 

towards the agency's allocation of, or limitation o n, time or costs 

spent responding to public records requests under t his chapter, as 

established pursuant to local ordinance, policy, pr ocedure, or state 

law." 

 
 

  EFFECT:  Adds the Executive Director of the Washin gton State 
Human Rights Commission to the list of persons enti tled to receive 
body worn camera recordings without paying for the costs of 
redacting the recordings.  
 
Allows an attorney to obtain a body worn camera rec ording without 
paying for redaction costs if the attorney is repre senting a person 
regarding a potential or existing cause of action i nvolving denial 
of civil rights under the federal or state constitu tion, or 
involving a violation of a United States Department  of Justice 
settlement agreement, if the recording is relevant to the cause of 
action.  Requires the attorney to explain the relev ancy of the 
requested body worn camera recording to the cause o f action and 
specify that he or she is seeking relief from redac tion costs.  
 
Requires an agency that charges for redaction of bo dy worn camera 
recordings to use redaction technology that provide s for the least 
costly commercially available method of redacting b ody worn camera 
recordings, to the extent possible and reasonable. 
 
Provides that the time an agency spends on redactio n of body worn 
camera recordings for which the agency charges reda ction costs may 
not count towards the agency's allocation of, or li mitation on, time 
or costs spent responding to public records request s, as established 
pursuant to local ordinance, policy, procedure, or state law.
